Georgia 
will, of courfe, require no farther fupply from Parliament ; but 
Nova- Scotia, and Sc John’s, being both in our poffeilion, cer- 
tainly a government muft be kept up, and a trifling addition in 
the expence will be neceflary, owing tothe late perfon who pre- 
fided there (Mr Hammond) being a naval officer. He acted ina 
double capacity, both by fea and as a Lieutenant-Governor, but 
now the government is given to that diftinguifhed oflicer Colo- 
nel Fanning, as a reward for his fteady and loyal attachment to 
this country, it.was meant to advance his falary 500 |. per an- 
num. Another addition of 2001. per annum was alfo inten- 
ded to be given to the Chief Juftice, on account of his being 
precluded from the fevs that are allowed to other officers of his 
rank ; that addition of 2001. would make his whole falary 
gool. per annum.
